The $5,147 ,6 27 rev ised bu dget 
of 
Sau gerties 
Central 
School

day by a v ote of 1,307 to 738 in 
balloting. This totaled fiv e v otes 
less than the May 6 v ote which 
defeated the bu dget by a great 
er margin. 
A total of 2.045 v oted y ester 
day as compared with 2.050 on 
May 6 . The original bu dget to 
taling $5,220,281 
was defeated 
1,429 to 6 21. 
Dr. Dex ter O. Arnold, su per­ 
intendent, attribu ted the fav or­ 
able v ote to the su ccess of get­ 
ting 
the 
district’s 
message 
across to the pu blic. 
The rev ised bu dget showed a 
decrease of $7 2,6 53.6 0 u nder the 


original prelim inary bu dget and 
with 
new 
assessm ent 
figu res 
released earlier this week re­ 
flects in a school tax rate for

$124,7 54, a slight increase of

The 
latter figu re was the resu lt of 
reassessm ent in Woodstock. 
The moderately heav y v oting 
after the polls opened in Main 
Street School at noon y esterday 
indicated that there might be a 
record tu rnou t. Howev er, this 
did not m aterialize and the v ote 


was fiv e short of the prev iou s 
total. 
The fact that the increase in 
the tax rate diminished from 
$15.50 to $5,9 74 since May ap­ 
parently was a m ajor factor in 
the fav orable v ote this time. 
Althou gh tbe Board of Edu ca­ 
tion believ es it can liv e with 
this bu dget, sev eral large cu ts 
had to be made, many of which 
will of necessity become a part 
of fu tu re bu dgets. The delay of

The cu ts in the rev ised bu dget 
inclu ded $6 ,0 0 0 for legal fees;

ers;

Under the rev ised bu dget, the 
transportation limits ex tended

A contribu tory factor in the 
fav orable v ote u ndou btedly was 
the annou ncement by the town's 
assessor on the ev e of the bal­ 
loting of a $1,017,788 increase 
in total town assessments with 
in the school district and the 
su bsequ ent broadening of the 
tax base.

The intense heat and billow­

led a firefighter to brand the 5- 
month-old stru ctu re and others 
like it "firem en killers." 
More than 150 firemen u sing

Most fiscal observ ers at the 
Capitol blamed the n ation al eco­ 
n omic slu mp an d most agreed 
that 
the 
$7.2 billion 
bu dget 
wou ld be thrown sharply ou t of 
balan ce u n less there is marked 
improv emen t. 
Lev itt, a Democrat, 
simply 
reported the tax figu res withou t 
attemptin g to in terpret them or 
make an y predicion s. Bu t the 
figu res 
were 
discomfortin g 
en ou gh to the Repu blican ad­ 
min istration . 
Lev itt's report, cov erin g th 
first fou r mon ths of the presen t 
fiscal y ear, showed tax receipts 
were ru n n in g ex actly ev en with 
last y ear's pace — althou gh 


Roc kefeller has been cou n tin g on 
a 10 per cen t in crease to keep 
his record high bu dget in bal­ 
an ce. 
From April throu gh Ju ly , the 
state collected a total of $1,9 11 
billion , the same as last y ear.

"We're n ot con cern ed by flu c­ 
tu ation s in these figu res.” he 


said. “ It’s mu ch too early in the 
fiscal y ear to project the fu ll 
pictu re.” 
Fiscal ex perts in the legisla­ 
tu re. howev er, had ex pected an 
u n fav orable tax report an d had 
v iewed Hu rd's econ omy mov e 
as an an ticipatory action . The 
lower ceilin gs he set on “state 
pu rposes” spen din g cou ld sav e 
abou t $100 million . 
Bu t that wx v u ld n ot seem to 
be n early en ou gh to keep the 
bu dget 
in 
balan ce, 
withou t 
stron g econ omic improv emen t, 
becau se Rockefeller had fore­ 
cast a $59 0-million in crease in 
rev en u e. 
As requ ired by law. it was a 
balan ced bu dget that he presen t­ 
ed to the legislatu re last Jan u ­ 
ary . It was adopted in March 
with on ly min or chan ges. 
Whether Hu rd cou ld achiev e 
more belt tighten in g is problem­ 
atical.

His Presidential Commission on Campu s Unrest 
Is getting at the root of the matter. 
And the White 
Hou se staff is try ing to bu ild bridges to the dissidents 
on campu s, while gu arding the majority of stu dents who 
are strongly nonv iolent. And. of cou rse, the hard hats 
hav e had and will continu e to hav e a 
big role in the 
attempt to win and hold working y ou ths. 
You ng workers more often liv e at home and continu e 
in family patterns of chu rch and social life. On cam ­ 
pu s. y ou ng people are like sheep cu t away from the 
shepherd. They are offered dizzy ing freedoms and temp­ 
tations—sex . power, dru gs—and no one is there to con­ 
v ince them not to fall prey to any kind of wild ideas. 
College left leaders are u su ally ex pertly trained 
older fellows or girls—gradu ate stu dents, non or one- 
cou rse stu dents. They lay down the line, direct y ou nger 
cell chairmen and control large nu mbers of intensely 
naiv e, intensely well meaning y ou th, who are persu aded 
they are sav ing the world or showing sy mpathy for the 
downtrodden.

Which­ 
ev er party gains their v ote mu st 4how absolu te sincerity , 
ev ince no greed, and mu st lov e all men. Enou gh strong 
rhetoric mu st be shown to ov ercome the opposition’s 
ov erwhelming flow of it.

All night gas serv ice stations are few and far between 
becau se they are targets for robbers and attendants 
don’t like to man them by themselv es. One Pittsbu rgh 
station that had been robbed sev eral times seems to hav e 
solv ed the problem. 
The station annou nced it wou ld be open all night 
bu t wou ld not make change for cu stomers. 
At first, 
cu stomers were pu t ou t abou t the no-change bit. After 
sev eral months, knowing that the robberies had ceased, 
they got enthu siastic. 
Driv ers pu lling into the station in the ev ening are 
greeted by an attendant wearing a bu tton say ing ‘‘Ex act 
Money or Credit Cards Only .” In case he does not see 
the bu tton or the big sign ov er the pu mp, the attendant 
repeats the grou nd ru les, ‘‘I can’t giv e y ou change, y ou 
hav e to giv e me the ex act change.” 
The attendant does not keep the money he collects. 
After each sale, he records the amou nt and drops the 
cash into a safe that can only be opened by armored 
c a r driv ers who arriv e ev ery day . There is no way 
attendants can get into the safe, once they drop the 
money in. Robbers realize this and giv e the station 
a 
wide berth. It’s not worth the trou ble.

U n f o r t u n a t e l y , su ch 
reconstru ction is historically 
rare.

(take y ou r pick) is prov iding 
a work skill. Warden Mau rice 
Sigler admit* that “ 90 per 
cent of the people coming 
here hav en’t got a salable 
trade." Yet the only work 
av ailable for inm ates here, 
largely , is hu mdru m labor, 
su ch as making license plates, 
m aking soap or tending the 
grou nds. And as one con y ells 
it: "The only place I can get 
a license plate job ou tta here 
is in another prison.” 
There are some few ex cep­ 
tions to the hu mdru m work. 
Notably farming. The inm ates 
till 1,000 nearby acres. Yet, 
by any realistic m easu re, it’s 
also a waste of time, “ at 30 
cents a day . I can't bu y a 
y ard of soil for m y self.” say s 
an 
assau lt and 
battery in­ 
mate. “So where am I? I 
mean, hell, with my record, 
there ain’t a farm er in the 
whole cou ntry th at’d tru st me 
as his hired hand.” 
Bu t critical as the problem 
is. the inmates are conv inced 
it’s not insolv able. “Ju st bring 
in gu y s to teach u s the good 
jobs — or giv e u s the money 
so we can bring them 
in 
ou rselv es.” 
Natu rally , 
they 
blame prison au thority for not 
doing either. 
Y e t 
their 
blame 
is 
misplaced. 
The

is 
really at fau lt. 
Tax pay ers 
are 
apathetic 
abou t 
penal 
progress.

m ajority does not want the 
inmates su ffering, y et neither 
does it want them too com 
fortable. A local haber dasher, 
who is v ery familiar with the 
Nebraska prison, say s it for 
many folks: “ I think may be 
they got it too easy now. I 


mean, those people are thu gs, 
y ou know." 
Thu s do prison inm ates still 
stam p ou t license plates. 
And pu ll weeds. 
And gain nothing.

Walking among them is a trip 
to nowhere. A fellow in for 
forgery told me, smiling, he 
thou ght I had a nice pair of 
legs.

shou ld be adopted to sav e pris­ 
oners, by prov iding them with 
work and encou raging them 
to redeem their lost position 
in society .” 
Yet a centu ry later, a? men 
walk on the moon, that goal 
is no closer. 
‘‘I’ll tell y ou how bad it is.” 
say s one old man, who has 
half-forgotten what he’s in for.

The mu sic rose and then

flags, carried by an honor 
gu ard 
of

side by side, appeared ou r 
handsome

and his gracefu l wife. Both

Now the traffic consists mainly of pleasure craft thread­ 
ing through the wrecks of rotting barges along the shore 
line on their way to creekside marinas or out to the river 
waves. I hr hardworking tugs still plv the waters with their 
line of barges toting building materials to the metropolitan 


areas. T he latter day commercial craft too must wend a 
wary wav through the abandoned debris of another era. 
Most of the rotting barges and vard tugs along the 
creek have been towed to what was thought to he their 
final resting place about IP years ago. Somr of thr barges 
have been there even longer. Efforts were made to help 
the destruction of some of the unwanted vessels along with 
fires. 
The rotting hulks are slowly deteriorating with the help 
of wind, weather and winter, limbers do float free with 
the spring thaws and the wash of tides. 
The remnants of Rondout's past pride now serve to 
blur the beauty and menace navigation.
